Sides Spar on Gun Control 


Bloomberg, NRA chief 
urge voters to make 
voices heard on issue 

Washington 

Two of the loudest voices in the gun 
debate say it’s up to voters now to make 
their position known to Congress. 

New York Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg and National Rifle Association 
chief Wayne LaPierre claim their 
opposing views on guns have the 
support of an overwhelming num- 
ber of Americans. They are looking at 
the next two weeks as critical to the 
debate, when lawmakers head home 
to hear from constituents ahead of 
next month’s anticipated Senate vote 
on gun control.

The amount New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg is spending to run television 
ads and phone banks in 13 states urging 
voters to tell their senators to pass leg- 
islation requiring universal background 
checks for gun buyers. 

Recalling the horrific shooting 
three months ago in Newtown, Conn., 
Bloomberg said it would be a great 
tragedy if Congress, through inaction, 
lost the moment to make the coun- 
try safer from gun violence. Bloom- 
berg said that 90 percent of Ameri- 
cans and 80 percent of NRA members 
support universal background checks 
for gun purchases. 

“I don’t think there’s ever been an 
issue where the public has spoken so 


clearly, where Congress hasn’t even- 
tually understood and done the right 
thing,” Bloomberg said. 

But the NRA’s LaPierre counters 
that universal background checks are 
“a dishonest premise.” For example, 
mental-health records are exempt fi'om 
databases, and criminals won’t submit 
to the checks. Background checks, he 
said, are a “speed bump” in the sys- 
tem that “slows down the law-abiding 
and does nothing for anybody else.” 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid said Thursday that gun-con- 
trol legislation would likely be debat- 
ed in his chamber next month and 
will include expanded federal back- 
ground checks, tougher laws and 
stiffer sentences for gun trafficking 
and increased school safety grants.

Facility: Skydivers 
Who Died Failed to 
Open Parachutes 

Miami 

Two Icelandic skydivers who died 
during weekend jumps at a popu- 
lar southwest Florida camp did not 
deploy their main parachutes, the 
co-owner of the facility said Sunday. 

Deputies found the bodies of 
skydiving instructor Orvar Arnarson 
and student Andrimar Pordarson on 
Saturday after the two didn’t return 
from a jump with a group. 

The fact that the men didn’t deploy 
their main parachutes could mean 
that they lost altitude awareness and 
didn’t know where they were during 
the dive, which is unusual, said T.K. 
Hayes, co-owner of Skydive City, (ap)

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Boy’s Death at Airport Probed 


Officials investigate 
why 300-pound sign 
fell, killing 10-year-old 

Montgomery, Ala. 

A woman and two of her sons were 
improving at hospitals Sunday after 
they were seriously injured when 
a flight information billboard fell 
on them at an Alabama airport. 

A third son was killed Friday 
when the electronic board, weigh- 
ing at least 300 pounds, fell at Bir- 
mingham-Shuttlesworth Interna- 
tional Airport. 

The boys’ mother. Heather Bre- 
sette, had broken ankles and a 
crushed pelvis. She had surgeries 
over the weekend and was getting 
better. University Hospital spokes- 
woman Nicole Wyatt said. Howev- 
er, she was still in intensive care 
and unconscious.

baby is dead,” said the family’s 
priest, the Rev. Don Farnan. 

The Bresettes, a family of seven, 
were about to fly home to Over- 
land Park, Kan., when the sign fell. 

Luke Bresette, 10, was killed. 
His brother, 5 -year- old Tyler, suf- 
fered a concussion but was expect- 
ed to be released from a children’s 
hospital. His 8-year-old brother, 
Sam, had a broken leg and nose. 

Luke was the middle child of the 
five. The father, Ryan Bresette, and 
another son and daughter, were at 


the airport but not injured. 

Officials were investigating 
how the sign fell and took down 
an identical billboard on Saturday. 

The renovated concourse 
opened March 13 as part of an 
ongoing $200 million upgrade 
overseen by Brasfield & Gorrie 
Global Services Group. The compa- 
ny said in a statement it was work- 
ing to determine why the sign fell. 

“This is a terrible tragedy that 
none of us fully understand, and 
we hope that the family who lost 
their loved one will find strength 
through prayer and the support of 
all of us,” the statement said. 

At St. Thomas More, hundreds 
of worshippers showed up for a Sat- 
urday morning Mass that usually 
has about 75 people. Luke’s uncle 
Alex Bresette placed a Rockhurst 
High School jersey on the altar. 

“He would have been in the 
Class of 2020,” he told the Kansas

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Kerry Warns Iraq Against Aiding Syria 



Allowing Iran to use 
airspace helps Assad, 
secretary of state says 

Baghdad 

The U.S. has made clear to Iraq 
that it shouldn’t allow Iran to use 
its airspace to ship weapons and 
fighters to Syria, U.S. Secretary of 
State John Kerry said Sunday on 
an unannounced trip to Baghdad. 

Kerry’s comments come as U.S. 
lawmakers are calling for Presi- 
dent Barack Obama to do more to 
stop the bloodshed in Syria. U.S. 
officials say ongoing efforts to aid 
opposition groups in Syria have 
been undermined by Iran, which is 
using Iraqi airspace without objec- 
tions by Iraq. 

On Sunday, Kerry said Iraq’s 
tacit approval of Iranian over- 
flights have left the American peo- 
ple “wondering how it is a partner.” 

The Republican chairman of 
the House Intelligence Commit- 
tee, Rep. Mike Rogers of Michigan, 
on Sunday called for a greater U.S. 
presence in the Syrian conflict. He 
said the U.S. should create a “safe

Rogers’ sentiments reflect a frus- 
trated Congress that sees unrest in 
Syria as dangerous to U.S. inter- 
ests. Last week. Sens. Carl Levin, 
D-Mich., and John McCain, R-Ariz., 
asked Obama in a letter to step 
up U.S. military efforts, includ- 
ing destroying Syrian President 


Bashar Assad’s aircraft using pre- 
cision airstrikes. 

Officials say the U.S. would at 
least like the planes to land and be 
inspected in Iraq to ensure they are 
carrying humanitarian supplies. 
Former Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton secured a pledge 
from Iraq to inspect the flights last

LONDON 

No Sign of Foul Play in 
Russian Tycoon's Death 

There’s no evidence to suggest any- 
one else was involved in the death of 
Boris Berezovsky, the self-exiled Rus- 
sian tycoon who was found dead near 
London on Saturday, British police said 
Sunday. Police are treating the death 
of Berezovsky — who fled to Britain in 
the early 2000s after a bitter fallout 
with Russian President Vladimir Putin 
— as unexplained. The former oligarch 
survived assassination attempts and 
recently faced financial difficulties, 
prompting speculation as to whether 
his death was part of a conspiracy — or 
suicide, (ap)

One Bus Stop, $1 Million 


Pricey shelter is part 
of effort to rejuvenate 
Columbia Pike stretch 


Arlington 

The glass-and-steel roof swoops 
up, like a bird taking flight. A wall 
made of etched glass opens the rear 
vista to newly planted landscaping. 
An electronic message board dis- 
plays alerts about what’s coming 
up next. Embedded in the floor are 
heating elements intended to ward 
off the cold weather and keep win- 
ter-weary feet cozy. 

The location, near the intersec- 
tion of Columbia Pike and Walter 
Reed Drive, is perfectly positioned 
to take advantage of Arlington’s 
growing nightlife. 

And the price tag: $1 million. 

“Is this made of gold?” asked 
commuter Yohannes Kaleab, exam- 
ining the bus shelter. “Definitely 
not. It’s a waste of money.” 

“That’s ridiculous,” Robin Stew- 
art said. “From a citizen, from a 
voter, whoever put that budget 
through needs to get their butt 
canned. It’s an outrage.” 

The “super stop,” which opened 
March 11, is the first of 24 new bus 
stops that will also accommodate 
Arlington’s long-planned streetcars. 
It will shelter 15 people at once, a 
benefit for the 16,000 people who 
each day take the Columbia Pike 
buses to work, school, shopping 
and entertainment spots.

SideCar, an app-based service 
that is a 21st-century version of 
carpooling, arrived in the District 
on Friday. Travelers can use the 
app to hitch rides with nearby 
drivers, while drivers who sign 
up can get paid for giving these 
rides. Drivers are given a full 
background check, and all rides 
are tracked by GPS. (twp) 


Arlington County’s transporta- 
tion officials, anticipating the pub- 
lic outcry, said in interviews and to 
the County Board last week that the 


bus stop is “an investment in infra- 
structure to support the [Colum- 
bia] Pike’s renewal.” 

Dennis Leach, Arlington’s trans- 
portation director, said Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Authority 
handled the bus shelter’s construc- 
tion, which took 18 months — lon- 
ger than expected. 

In the end, the new stop cost 
$575,000 for construction and fab- 
rication and $440,000 for construc- 
tion management and inspections, 
officials said. Federal and state 
transportation money paid 80 per- 
cent.

Metrobus Changes Go Into Effect Across Region

Metro is introducing limited-stop 
bus service in Southeast Washing- 
ton as part of service changes that 
went into effect Sunday along some 
routes across the region. 

They are part of Metro’s Better 
Bus initiative, a $5 million invest- 
ment to improve on-time perfor- 
mance and reliability in some of 
the region’s busiest corridors. 


In Southeast, the A9 bus will 
serve limited stops along Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr. Avenue before 
making its way to downtown 
Washington. 

The transit agency is also add- 
ing more morning rush-hour trips 
on the S-Line in Northwest Wash- 
ington, where riders have com- 
plained for years about being left 
behind by crowded buses along 
I6th Street. 


Along Georgia Avenue NW, 
Metro is extending the popular 
MetroExtra to the weekend. The 
No. 79 limited-stop bus will now 
run on Saturday as well. 

In Maryland, Metro is extend- 
ing late-night service on the G12 
and Gl6 routes, which connect 
the Greenbelt and New Carroll- 
ton Metro stations. Buses will run 
about two hours later, until about

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A Slower Pace 

Georgetown had the fewest 
field goal attempts in the 
Big East this season. While 
slowing down the pace 
and being methodical on 
offense may be productive 
during the grinding Big 
East schedule, it isn’t 
the best way to win in 
tournament play. More 
possessions mean more 
opportunity for talent to 
prevail over inferior 
teams. But slowing the 
pace down plays right 
into the hands of 
schools like Florida 
Gulf Coast and 
Ohio. All eight teams 
that advanced to the 
Sweet 16 on Saturday 
ranked in the top 
half of the country 
in scoring offense. At

III told The Washington Post on Saturday. “But I will find it.” 
We have a few ideas about why Georgetown faltered, leading 
to those heartbreaking upsets.

Underused Talent 

Whenever Otto Porter Jr. decides to turn 
pro, he’ll be the fifth Hoyas player since 
2007 to get drafted. Georgetown doesn’t 
have a problem recruiting, but how it uses its 
superior talent may be an issue. Porter won Big 
East player of the year, but he was ninth in the 
conference in scoring (16.2 points per game) 
and averaged just 11.3 shot attempts a game. 

The leading scorer on 10 of the other 14 Big East 
programs averaged more shots per game. When 
you have a star like Porter, Jeff Green, Roy 
Hibbert or Greg Monroe, it’s imperative they’re 
involved as much as possible. Stars are what 
separate big programs from the lower seeds that 
keep beating the Hoyas. 


3 Neutral Sites 

Good teams win at 
home. Great teams 
win on the road. And successful 
tournament teams win at neutral 
locations. Georgetown seems to 
have figured out how to win in 
harsh environments — beating 
Syracuse, Cincinnati and Notre 
Dame on the road this year — 
but for whatever reason, that 
hasn’t translated to playing well 
at neutral sites. It’s not just in the 
NCAA tournament that the Hoyas 
have struggled. They have gone 
2-3 over the past three years in the 
Big East tournament. And despite 
going 49-16 over the past two 
seasons, Georgetown has a 6-6 
record at neutral sites. That’s 37.5 
percent of their losses, though the 
Hoyas played just 18.5 percent of 
their games at a neutral site.

Blazing His Own Trail 


Ryan Gosling, who may 
take a break from acting, 
is reinventing what we 
think of as a Leading man 

Film 

What’s Ryan Gosling’s secret to his on- 
screen poise, his ability to disarm and 
provoke merely by his laconic presence? 

“Just try not to blink,” he says with a 
self-deprecating smile. 

But Gosling’s uncanny, communicative 
stillness — along with his sensitive vul- 
nerability, his dedication to his work and, 
well, his looks — has made him one of the 
biggest movie stars on the planet, a widely 
beloved, new-generation idol. It might be 
the only role he’s uncomfortable playing. 

Rather than exude preternatural cool. 
Gosling speaks more with the uncertain, 
self-critical grasping of a still-developing 
actor trying to find his foothold in an illu- 
sory profession. Soon to direct his first film, 
he’s looking forward to taking a step back 
just when moviegoers can’t get enough. 

“I’ve been doing it too 
much,” he says of acting. “I’ve 
lost perspective on what I’m 
doing. I think it’s good for me 
to take a break and reassess 
why I’m doing it and how I’m 
doing it. And I think this is 
probably a good way to learn 
about that. I need a break from 
myself as much as I imagine 
the audience does.” 

But first, this spring will 
bring two new films from Gosling, start- 
ing with “The Place Beyond the Pines,” 
his second collaboration with director 
Derek Cianfrance, whose gritty portrait 
of decaying love in “Blue Valentine” was

With a friend (Ben Mendelsohn), he takes to robbing banks to provide for 
his newfound family. His story is the first part of a triptych connected by 
a violent incident that reverberates across generations, (ap) 


one of the first showcases of Gosling’s tal- 
ent for immersing himself in a character. 

After “Pines,” he’ll reunite with “Drive” 
director Nicolas Winding Refn for “Only 
God Forgives.” 

Cianfrance shoots in real locations and 
encourages improvisation, pushing, the 
director says, toward “that place where 
acting stops and behavior begins.” 

“Pines” co-star Ben Mendelsohn says 
Gosling embraces the idea — to the point 
that they significantly altered their charac- 
ters’ relationship just before filming started. 

“Ryan, without terribly much trouble, 
could be the world’s most ginormous box- 
office juggernaut type of thing,” says Men- 
delsohn, who’ll co-star in Gosling’s direc- 
torial debut, “How to Catch a Monster.” 
“From what I can gather, his interests are 
a lot more nuanced.” 

Having arrived at a rarefied position in 
movies. Gosling, 32, intends to appreciate 
it, even if his version of a “leading man” 
is to question masculine stereotypes and 
avoid leading altogether. 

“The more opportunities I’m given, 
the more I learn about how easy it is to 
[expletive] it up,” he says. “You fight for 
freedom and then you get it, and then you 
have enough rope to hang yourself It’s like 
trying to exercise some restraint because I
